BAMBOO STICK MONEY OF CfflNA 
Asiatic Series No. 9 
The bamboo pieces above are tally 
sticks issued by local Chinese mer- 
chants and used for money. They 
appeared as early as 1735 and from 


time to time thereafter when metal 
money was scarce. Some bamboo tal- 
lies were also issued by gambling 
houses and used as counters like we 
use poker chips. The currency sticks 
were issued in great numbers between 
1900 and 1936 and usually were valuea 
at 1/5 to 1/10 of a cent in our 
money. 


CHOP MARKED DOLLARS 
Asiatic Series No. 10 
The Spanish eight reales piece il- 
lustrated bears chopmarks indicating 
its circulation in China where Spanish 
and Mexican coins were popular some 
years ago. Each time a Chinese 
banker or merchant received these 


coins, he stamped them with a small 
character known as a “chop mark” 
to indicate that the coin was of good 
silver and full weight. When these 
coins moved from city to city and 
from province to province, they were 
again stamped. An examination of 
all of these chop marks by an expert 



in the Chinese language reveals the 
history of the coins’ travels in China. 
The more chop marks borne by a 
coin, the more readily it was accepted 
by other Chinese because of its pedi- 
gree of genuineness and full weight.

SAN MARTIN AND THE PERUVIAN 
INDEPENDENCE PROCLAMATION MEDALS

J OSE DE SAN MARTIN was 
born Feb. 25, 1778 in the town 
of Yapeyu, Province of Misiones 
(Argentina). When he was eight 
years old he accompanied his par- 
ents to Spain and became a cadet 
in the Spanish army at the age of 
eleven. By 1811, he reached the 
rank of lieutenant colonel. When 
the news reached the soldier of the 
revolution that raged in his native 
land he resolved to aid the cause 
of the patriots and set out for South

America by way of London. He ar- 
rived in Buenos Aires on March 9, 
1812, where he was cordially re- 
ceived and was given the task of 
organizing a cavalry regiment. The 
Buenos Aires government recog- 
nized the rank that San Martin held 
in the Spanish army and soon there- 
after promoted him to colonel. 

San Martin diligently served the 
movement for independence in 
Buenos Aires and on Jan. 27, 1815, 
he was promoted to colonel major 
(a general officer). On Aug. 1, 1816, 
he was named chief of the army 
of the Andes, and on Feb. 2, 1817, 
he crossed the Andes into Chile and 
defeated the royalist army at Chaca- 
buco on the 12th of the same month. 
On April 5, he defeated the Span- 
iards in the battle of Maipu. Eight 
days later he left Chile for Buenos 
Aires to obtain support for an ex- 
pedition to fight for the indepencj- 
ence of Peru. He made ready his 
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army in Mendoza and returned to 
Chile Oct. 29 of the same year. On 
May 6, 1820, the senate of Chile 
voted him the title of generalissimo 
of the expeditionary army. 

On the morning of Aug. 20, 1820, 
a squadron of warships sailed from 
the harbor of Valparaiso, Chile. 
The commander-in-chief of the lib- 
eration forces of Peru was aboard 
the San Martin named in his honor. 
The erect, military appearance and 
austere manner of the man were 
more indicative of his leadership 
qualities than were the golden 
epaulets that reflected the warm 
sunlight of the southern hemi- 
sphere. 

The campaigns in Chile had cul- 
minated in a victory for the patri- 
ots, and Bernardo O’ Higgins was 
now president of the new nation. 
At the moment, however, the 
thoughts of the general were not 
preoccupied with his part in the 
past battles in which he had dis- 
tinguished himself. He knew that 
as long as the royalists were in 
control of Lima his “continental 
plan” for the independence of the 
Spanish colonies in South America 
could not materialize. At any mo- 
ment when the conditions in Europe 
would permit, Spain might pour 
men, arms and supplies into Peru 
through the port at Callao. 

Vice Admiral Lord Thomas Coch- 
ran, commander of the naval squad- 
ron, was aboard the corvette O'Hig- 
gins. Cochran, born in Scotland in 
1775, had left his homeland to join 
the revolutionary forces in South 
America. Already he had rendered 
invaluable services to the cause 
with his attacks on the Spanish 
ships along the Paciflc coast. The 
admiral possessed rare courage and 
ability, qualities so necessary if the 
expedition were to be successful. 

The army of liberation was com- 
posed of 4,500 officers and men. 
They came from Argentina, Chile 
and Peru. All had one goal in com- 
mon, the independence of South 
American colonies. The inferiority 
in the number of his troops as com- 
pared to the royalist forces in Peru 
did not perturb San Martin. He 
knew that there would be a consid- 
erable increment in the size of the 


army of liberation as soon as the 
troops could effect a landing. In- 
formants in Peru had given ample 
assurances of enlistments by Peru- 
vian patriots as well as wholesale 
desertions from the ranks of the 
royalists to the army of liberation. 

After an uneventful voyage of 18 
days, the squadron put into the bay 
at Paracas, just south of Pisco, 
Peru. Lord Cochran gave the order 
to drop anchors and the following 
day (Sept. 8) San Martin accom- 
panied by Cochran went ashore to 
reconnoiter the terrain. They were 
soon followed by the first landings 
of the army of liberation. The 
troops met no initial resistance and 
the commander-in-chief began prep- 
aration for the ensuing campaigns 
that were to lead to his occupation 
of Lima. 

After the failure of the negotia- 
tions with Viceroy Joaquin de la 
Pezuela, San Martin dispatched an 
expedition composed of 1,138 well 
equipped troops under the command 
of Gen. Juan Antonio Alvarez de 
Arenales to campaign in the Sierra 
regions of Peru. A division of troops 
under the command of Lt. Col. 
Francisco Bermudez was instructed 
to remain in Ica to serve as a rear- 
guard force. 

On Oct. 24, 1820, San Martin and 
the remainder of the army of lib- 
eration sailed from Pisco on a 
northward course. A few sites vis- 
ited by the expeditionary force 
proved unsatisfactory for operations 
against the viceregal capital of 
Peru, but on Nov. 10 and 11, the 
troops landed at Huacho and from 
this point they proceeded to Huara, 
north of Lima, where San Martin 
set up his general headquarters. 

Viceroy Pezuela was unable to 
cope with the successes of the army 
of liberation and a military junta 
composed of the principal oiflcers 
of the Spanish army in Peru de- 
manded that he resign. Pezuela va- 
cated his high post and returned to 
Spain. Gen. Jose de La Serna who 
was in Lima at the time was desig- 
nated as viceroy of Peru by the 
Junta. This act was communicated 
to King Ferdinand VII in Spain and 
received his royal approval. 

On June 2, San Martin met with 
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A letter signed by Viceroy La Serna to the intendant governor of Puno 
concerning 1000 blankets due the Spanish army of alto Peru. 


La Serna to negotiate a treaty. The 
general proposed the formation of 
a regency with La Serna as its pres- 
ident. This regency was to proclaim 
the independence of Peru, and San 
Martin was to journey to Spain to 
request that a prince of the crown 
be named king of the Spanish col- 


onies in South America under con- 
stitutional authority. An agreement 
could not be reached on this pro- 
posal nor on counter-proposals by 
the Spaniards. 

After the failure of the negotia- 
tions with San Martin, Viceroy La 
Serna abandoned Lima on July 6, 
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‘‘Don Jose de Boqui, Honorary president of the department, and first 
director of this mint of the state.” This official paper, signed by Boqui, was 
used in transactions of the famous provisional copper money of Peru, 1822-1823. 
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1821 and headed for the Sierra to 
reorganize his forces to combat the 
army of liberation. On July 9, the 
division of grenadiers under the 
command of Gen. Mariano Necochea 
entered the capital amid the great 
enthusiasm of the people. Necochea 
was appointed director of the Lima 
mint on Feb. 4, 1825 and held that 
position until his death in 1849, 
except for a period spent in exile 
and an occasional leave to partici- 
pate in campaigns or civil disturb- 
ances during the first hectic days 
of the new republic of Peru. 

On July 12, the municipality of 
Lima in open cabildo expressed its 
sympathy for the army of liberation 
and San Martin was invited to enter 
the city. San Martin designated 
July 28 as the day of the proclama- 
tion of independence and the oath 
of allegiance. In the Plaza de 
Armas in Lima, the general-in-chief 
of the army of liberation spoke to 
the great multitude gathered there 
and proclaimed these words: “Peru 
from this moment is free and inde- 
pendent by the general will of the 
people and by the justice of their 
cause that God defends.” 

Shouts of “Viva la Patria!” “Viva 
la Libertad!” “Viva la Independen- 


cia!” arose from the crowd as the 
artillery fired salvo after salvo in 
honor of the occasion. Medals com- 
memorating the independence of 
Peru were thrown from balconies 
to the eager hands below. Thus was 
ushered in a new era in the history 
of Peru. 

Gen. San Martin was extremely 
conservative even with his close 
associates. It has been said that 
outside his immediate family he 
never employed the Spanish famil- 
iar term tu. The conversations with 
his most intimate friends were al- 
ways marked by his usage of the 
polite form usted. Since many of 
his innermost thoughts were kept 
to himself, it is not known whether 
the overture to Viceroy La Serna 
to establish a monarchy in South 
America was a military expedient 
to gain time for the army of liber- 
ation, or if it were the result of 
political convictions. Whatever his 
feelings in the affair were, his ene- 
mies among the patriots used the 
“monarchical idea” as a propaganda 
piece against him. 

The first constituent congress of 
the republic of Peru convened Sept. 
20, 1822. One of its first acts was 
to accept the resignation tendered

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by San Martin. The congress gave 
him the title of “Founder of the 
Liberty" and many other honors. 
On the night of Sept. 22, San Martin 
sailed from Ancon, Peru, to return 
no more. 

In Chile and Argentina he was 
received with disdain by the people, 
and heartbroken, he sailed from 
Buenos Aires for France where he 
spent his remaining years. He died 
in Boulogne-Sur-Mer in 1850 at the 
age of 72. 

Medals to commemorate the inde- 
pendence of Peru were first ordered 
to be struck by a superior order 
from San Martin. The order was 
dated July 18, 1821. Little time was 
lost in preparing the dies for the 
medals. Nine days later, the super- 
intendent of the Lima mint, Pablo 
Teron, dispatched a letter to San 
Martin in which the superintendent 
indicated the number of silver med- 
als that had been struck and their 
total weight in marcos.^ 

Most Excellent Sir: 

The political and military governor 
Marquis de Montemira sent me your 
Superior Order of the 18th relative to 
the manufacture by this Mint of the 
medals that are to commemorate the 
epoch of the independence of Peru. 
In compliance with the order, 4,348 
have been struck, weighing 200 mar- 
cos of silver, and they have been de- 
livered to Don Jose de Boqui who is 
the commissioner for this matter ac- 
cording to the same Superior Order. 

Dios guarde a Ud.2 Lima Mint. 

July 27, 1821. 

Pablo Teron 

Since the document does not give 
a breakdown of the large and small 
medals, it is not known how many 
of each were struck. 

The large medal is about the size 
of an eight real piece and various 
specimens examined measure in 
diameter from 37 to 39 mm. and 
weigh 25 to 26 grams. The obverse 
bears a radiant sun, with the rays 
separated. Around the sun is the 
inscription: 

LIMA LIBRE JURO SU INDE- 
PENDENCIA 28 D JULIO D 1821. 


Reverse: Within a laurel wreath the 
inscription: BA JO LA / PROTEC-

The small medal differs from the 
larger one as follows: Obverse: The 



sun bears a face and flammiferous 
separated rays. Reverse: The U in 
PERU is accented (U). 

Several die varieties of these two 
medals are in existence. Two die 
varieties of each medal are shown 


here. In the large medals, the dif- 
ference may be noted on the re- 
verse in the laurel wreath and the 
letter O in BA JO and the position 
of the words. In the small medals, 
on the obverse, the position of the 
words in the inscription vary 
slightly. In two small medals ex- 
amined, the U in PERU was not 
accented. 

On July 22, 1821, San Martin pub- 
lished his edict for the proclamation 
of the independence of Peru: 

Don Jose de San Martin, Captain 
General of the Army and Chief of the 
Liberation of Peru, Grand Official of 
the Legion of Merit of Chile, etc., 
etc., etc. 

Since this illustrious and glorious 
capital has thus declared through im- 
portant persons as well as by the vote 
and acclaim of the general public, 
with a decided will for their inde- 
pendence and the desire to be placed 
in the high status of FREE PEO- 
PLES, the time of its existence being 
marked on the greatest and most 
glorious day, Sunday, the fifteenth of 
this month, in which the most re- 
spectable persons subscribed to the 
ACT OF LIBERTY, and was con- 
firmed by the people in common voice 
amid the joy; citizens my heart beats 
only for your glory, and to which I 
consecrate all my endeavors; I have 
determined that next Saturday 28 
shall be proclaimed your HAPPY IN- 
DEPENDENCE. Your first duty is 
the LIBERTY OF THE SOVEREIGN 
PEOPLE in all the public places 
where in other times it was an- 
nounced to you the continuation of 
your sad and heavy chains. In order 
that the proclamation may be carried 
out in all its solemnity, I hope that 
this noble people will authorize the 
august act of the OATH by their at- 
tendance; that they will adorn and 
illuminate their homes on the nights 
of Friday, Saturday and Sunday; so 
that the demonstrations of joy will 
give to the world the strongest testi- 
mony of the interest with which this 
Illustrious Capital of Peru celebrates 
its first day of Independence and of 
its incorporation into the great Amer- 
ican family. Given in Lima July 22, 
1821: and the 1st of its Independence. 

Jose de San Martin. 

All the employees of the Lima 
mint were required to swear alle- 
giance to the independence. On July 
23, 1821, San Martin dispatched to 
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Teron the following form of the 
oath to be administered: 

Formula of the oath: Do you swear 
to God and your country to sustain 
and defend with your opinion, person 
and properties the independence of 
Peru, from the Spanish Government 
and from any other foreign domina- 
tion? If thus you do, may God aid 
you, and if not, He and your country 
will hold you responsible. 


In compliance with the desires of 
San Martin, the superintendent sum- 
moned the employees to appear in 
one of the large halls of the mint 
to take the required oath. The 
scribe, Ignacio Allon Salazar gives 
the following account of the act: 

Today, Sunday twenty-ninth of 
eighteen hundred twenty-one: First 
of the Independence of this Capital of 
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A receipt for various articles received from the stock keeper of the Lima 
mint, Manuel Carazas, signed by the chief engraver, Jose Maria Soto. 
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Lima, gathered together in accord- 
ance with the governing ordinance, 
were the Ministers, officials, employ- 
ees, those serving without pay3, and 
even colored peons that work in the 
different departments of the mint: 
The Superintendent Don Pablo Teron 
spoke to the group, expounding the 
laudable objective of the present con- 
gregation, and for greater clarifica- 
tion, ordered that I, the present 
Scribe, read the Superior Communi- 
cation from the most Excellent Senor, 
Jose de San Martin, General-in-Chief 
of the Army of Liberation, dated 
twenty-third of this month. On the 
termination of the reading, all in con- 
formity and unanimity, arose, made 
the si^ of the Cross as I did, and 
were interrogated by the Superin- 
tendent in these words: Do you swear 
to God and to your country to sustain 
with your opinion, person and proper- 
ties the Independence of Peru, from 
the Spanish Government and from 
any other foreign domination? And 
they all answered, filled with the 
greatest joy; yes, we swear, promise 
and obligate ourselves; and the Super- 
intendent continued; if thus you do. 
May God aid you, and if not, He and 
your country will hold you respon- 
sible. 

Superintendent Teron and all the 
other employees of the mint placed 
their signatures in a book especially 
prepared for the oath of allegiance 
to the independence. 

Although Teron pledged his alle- 
giance to the new republic, he had 
continued to adhere to the cause of 
the royalists. He was soon replaced 
by Jose de Boqui, an almost legen- 
dary figure, skilled in the arts of 
gold and silver, and very clever in 
the field of political intrigue. In 
his order appointing Boqui, San 
Martin changed the title of the 
chief of the mint from superintend- 
ent to that of director. 

The Protector of the Liberty of 
Peru: In attention to the merits and 
services of Don Jose de Boqui, I do 
hereby appoint him the first Director 
of the mint with honors as President 
of the Department.4 Thus I order 
and command that he be recognized 
as such, guarding, and requiring oth- 
ers to guard the distinctions and to 


swear allegiance wherein this title 
corresponds. Given in Lima, August 
11, 1821. 1st year of the Liberty of 
Peru. 

Jose de San Martin 

A document in the archives of the 
ministry of finance in Lima dated 
Oct. 12, 1821, reveals that 1,004 
medals were later struck in addi- 
tion to the 4,348 struck under the 
superintendency of Teron. Boqui 
communicated to San Martin that 
he was remitting 808 of the small 
medals and 196 of the large ones 
that he (Boqui) had ordered struck. 
The director calls attention to the 
improvement made in the engraving 
of these medals. He also points out 
that to obtain the ultimate in per- 
fection of the medals, it would be 
necessary to polish the disk of the 
sun. According to him, this would 
have been done had his health per- 
mitted. In the same communication, 
Boqui recommends that the engrav- 
ers be given a bonus for their out- 
standing work. The bonus was 
approved by the minister of finance, 
Hipolito Unanue on Oct. 25, 1821. 

The chief engraver of the Lima 
mint at this time was Jose Maria 
Soto. He was assisted in his work 
by Atanacio Davalos, Jose Canoli 
and Jose Vicente Herrera. Soto en- 
tered the Lima mint as an appren- 
tice engraver in 1791. He served 
seven years without pay in order to 
learn the art. In 1798 he was ap- 
pointed an official of engraving and 
in 1820 he was named chief en- 
graver of the mint. He designed the 
three different dies with the bust of 
Ferdinand VII and the proclamation 
pieces of this monarch struck at the 
Lima mint. 

The documents pertaining to the 
Lima mint in the archives of the 
Ministry of Finance in Lima do not 
indicate that these proclamation 
medals were struck in gold. How- 
ever, the following notice published 
in the Gaceta del GobiernoS, No. 40, 
dated 18 May 1822 is of interest. 

On May 16, 1822, the cornerstone of

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the monument to the Independence 
was laid in the second oval on the 
road to Callao. 

In this ceremony, His excellency 
(the Marquis de Torre Tagle), ad- 
dressed the people vehemently, taking 
in his hand one of the gold medals of 
those that had been struck for the 
oath of the Independence: he invoked 


with ardor the names of the Father- 
land, the Protector of Peru, 6 the Lib- 
erator of Colombia,? and the Director 
of Chile ;8 then swearing anew in the 
presence of the people, to sustain 
their independence, he placed the 
medal in a small lead box, that had 
been placed in the center of the cor- 
nerstone.

These books, awaited annually by 
thousands of collectors, appear this 
year with pyroxylin-coated covers 
designed to resist soiling. Both are 
easy to use and are recommended 
for the beginner as well as the ad- 
vanced numismatist. 

The Handbook contains informa- 
tion on the production of coins, 
mintmarks, condition, preserving 
and cleaning of coins, starting a 
collection, etc. The values it lists 
are intended as a guide to the price 
a dealer will pay for a given coin 
if he is in the market for that coin. 


The Guide Book offers historic 
data on U. S. colonials, regular mint 
issues, territorial and private coins, 
commemoratives, and so on. Prices 
for each coin in several grades are 
posted. Mintage records are given. 
Numerous price changes have been 
made, mostly on the higher side. 
Admittedly it is difficult for any 
book of this type to keep up with a 
market that seems to change daily 
but this one will give the active 
collector a fairly accurate guide for 
his buying and selling. — Elston G. 
Bradfield

THE ^’CHRYSAOR HEAD”

T he constant use of sym- 
bolism by the ancient Greeks 
has always been one of the 
most fascinating aspects of their 
coinage. Practically all of the city- 
states used numismatic symbolism 
either to call attention to points of 
local significance or as identifying 
marks of various types. All collec- 
tors of ancient coins are acquainted 
with the use of the rose by Rhodes 
or the head of Athena by Athens 
for this purpose. However, in addi- 
tion to such '‘major” numismatic 
symbolism, the Greeks also fre- 
quently placed “minor” symbols on 
their coins, these usually taking 
the form of small figures in the 
obverse and reverse fields. The pur- 
pose of these lesser symbols has 
always been an interesting problem. 
By now, of course, the mystery of 
the bulk of them has been solved 
and they have been traced to the 
names of magistrates who issued 
the coins, to their use as mint 
marks, or to local political, reli- 
gious, and historical events. One 
such device, however, still defies 
complete solution, the “Chrysaor 
head” found on certain drachms 
struck by the city of Emporion in 
ancient Spain around 250 B.C. 

Cursory examination of an Em- 
porion drachm (Figure 1) of this 
period shows little difference be- 
tween it and others of the era. A 
nymph’s head, patterned after those 
of Syracuse, appears on the obverse 
while the winged horse Pegasus, an 
old standby on Greek coins, occupies 
the reverse. More careful study

(Figure 2) of the coin, however, 
shows that there is a distinct varia- 
tion in the designing of the horse’s 
head. In place of a normal horse- 
head, the engraver has substituted 
for the “face” part a little seated 
figure with its arms extended to 
its knees. Several variations of the 
little figure exist in addition to the 
one shown here. Sometimes it wears 
a little peaked cap and often it ap- 
pears to possess wings, the wings 
providing the ears for the horse. 
Our example is apparently wingless 
since the ears are principally con-

nected to the neckpiece rather than 
to the figure’s shoulders, and obvi- 
ously it is not wearing a cap. 

Herein lies the mystery. Just why 
did the mint masters of ancient 
Emporion place this unusual head 
on their Pegasus? Emporion had 
used the Pegasus reverse type pre- 
viously and all the heads were nor- 
mal. Then some years after they 
introduced this symbol head, they 
again returned to the standard 
Pegasus form. Furthermore it would 
appear that they might have simul- 
taneously struck with these coins 
others using a standard Pegasus. 
Finally, with the exception of a few 
Celt-Iberian coins struck in Hispania 
Citerior, this Pegasus form was es- 
sentially unknown numismatically 
elsewhere in the Greek world. Who 
does the little figure represent and 
why was he placed on the coin in 
this unusual manner? After all. 
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little figures are common in the 
field of Greek coins (especially the 
winged Nike) but why was this one 
presented in this manner incorpo- 
rated into the horse’s head? 

The explanation on the “why” 
and “wherefore” of the little figure 
are many and varied. Aloiss Heiss, 
the grandmaster of Spanish coinage, 
was noncommittal and merely re- 
ferred to it as a “seated figure.” 
Barclay Head was a trifle more spe- 
cific and called it a “winged genius” 
apparently disregarding the fact 
that some figures could easily be 
considered wingless, while Pedrals y 
Moline noted its presence and varia- 
tions but deferred specific judgment. 
Vives y Escudero in his source book 
on ancient Spanish coins did take a 
definite stand and supported the 
theory that the figure represented 
the minor mythological character 
Chrysaor. 

There is some rationale in this 
theory since Chrysaor was the 
brother of Pegasus (anything could 
happen in those days) and sprang 
with him from the severed neck of 


the gorgon Medusa when she was 
slain by the hero Perseus. Poseidon, 
the god of the seas, was believed to 
be their father. Personally, Chrysaor 
went on to achieve modest fame, 
although never approaching that of 
his better known brother, by marry- 
ing an ocean nymph, Callirrhoe, and 
becoming the father of a winged, 
three-bodied monster, Geryon (later 
slain by Hercules) and Echidna, a 
half woman-half serpent combina- 
tion, later the mother of the Sphinx 
and other assorted creatures. A very 
unusual family group, to say the 
least. 

Sir George Hill agreed with Vives 
y Escudero and supported this con- 
cept strongly, feeling that Chrysaor 
provided a logical identity for the 
figure, and encouraged the use of 
the term “Chrysaor head” when re- 
ferring to this Pegasus form. 

If the mystery of the identity of 
the little figure has thus been in 
any way resolved, the “why” of its 
presence is still very much in the 
dark. Just why Emporion should 
initiate this series and then discon-

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tinue it has never been completely 
explained. Could this series have 
been merely a whim of a mint 
master or is there deeper, more sig- 
nificant meaning behind the “Chry- 
saor head”? For example, is the 
figure winged? Hill takes the nega- 
tive view but as distinguished a 
numismatist as Head took the oppo- 
site stand. 1 Although our example 
is wingless, there are many that 
appear distinctly so with the prin- 
cipal bond from the wing (ear) to 
the figure’s shoulder rather than to 
the neck piece of the horse. Then, 
too, why is the figure occasionally 
capped? Does this variation have 
any significance? Is it possible that 
it was the intent to represent more 
than one entity, one winged, one 
not, or is the problem of the wings

actually a matter of indifferent en- 
graving? Unfortunately, like many 
other small problems this little mys- 
tery has been buried by the demands 
of present-day living. However, if 
somewhere a student is in search 
of an interesting doctoral thesis 
problem or if a collector is seeking 
a source for mental gymnastics, the 
“Chrysaor head” might prove to be 
a fertile field for further numis- 
matic endeavor.

JOSEPH WILLSON, AMERICAN MEDALIST

HE DESIGNER of the reverses of the Indian peace medals of 



Presidents Pierce, Fillmore, Buchanan and Lincoln was Joseph 


i Willson, young partner of Salathiel Ellis, who handled so well the 
portraits on the obverses. Willson’s two very American designs were 
intended to depict the advantages of civilization over the life of the savage. 
Their clarity of workmanship, the easy handling of the figures and the 
river scenery of the background do credit to Willson’s originality and 
mastery of medallic art. 

Willson had studied portrait painting under Salathiel Ellis in their 
home town of Canton, N. Y., and followed his master to New York City 
when only 17 years old. In 1842 he appears in Dogget’s New York City 
Directory with his home address, 14 Chambers Street. In the 1846, 1847 
and 1848 Directories he is listed as cameo-cutter. The partnership was listed: 
“Ellis and Willson” at 247 Broadway, “Cameos.” 

In 1848 Willson, under the patronage of the Hon. R. H. Gillet, removed 
to Washington to practice die-sinking in business with Salathiel Ellis. 
Together they executed several of the presidential Indian peace medals. 
In 1851, Loubat tells us, Willson went to Italy to study sculpture and 
remained abroad three years. 

Trow’s New York City Directory for the year ending May 1, 1856, lists 
him as Joseph Willson, sculptor, 346 Broadway (the address of Appleton’s). 
The National Academy of Design Exhibition records show that in 1855, 
Willson offered for sale, “Young Bacchus Triumphant: Medallion in Marble” 
and in 1857 an “Ideal Head.” 

The icy hand of the fashionable classicism of the day had been laid 
upon the young sculptor. Perhaps also the dangerous malarial airs of 
Italian summers had done their work for Willson died on Sept. 8, 1857, at 
only 32 years of age. 

His medallic design of the pioneer explaining the benefits of civilization 
to an Indian chief, both enveloped in the folds of the American fiag, was 
used with telling effects in glass paperweights which endeared the work 
of Willson to many patriotic Americans of his time and today are highly 
valued antiques.

These are the only medals in the presidential series that bear a date 
different from the beginning of the president's term of office. Lincoln became 
president in 1861. 


New Moroccan Issue 



Gold double goumier, 1371 


This “coin” or medal is a Moroccan 
double goumier, gold, dated 1371 
(1952). It was struck in Rabat to 
commemorate the 25th anniversary of 
the accession of the Sultan Sidi Mo- 
hammed Ben Youssef, known as Mo- 
hammed V, who, in 1953, was deposed 
by the French protectorate authori- 
ties. 

A goumier is a Berber soldier of 
the type that composes the ranks of 
the private army of the Pasha of 
Marrakech. The Berber is not an 
Arab, and is descended from the orig- 
inal inhabitants of Morocco, or at 
least from the tribes that did inhabit 
that country prior to the arrival of 


the Arabs in the seventh century. 
They are the people to whom the 
Romans referred when they used the 
word “Mora” to describe Moors. The 
two daggers shown on the reverse, 
signify two goumier soldiers. (There 
is no single goumier coin.) 

The piece contains about 8 grams 
of gold and weighs approximately 125 
grains. Only 200 pieces were issued. 
The Arabic inscription reads “And the 
prayers and peace on the prophet.” 
A banker in Tangiers says it is legal 
currency. (From information sup- 
plied by Vernon Brown of the Chase 
Manhattan Bank, New York City.)

713-ClO. Double bow variety. Copper. 

The stems of all the buds are light. The rose at right has no stem. The 
double bow easily distinguishes this variety. 



The reverse sometimes shows a die crack. 


713-Cll. Broken stem variety. Light and dark copper. 

The stem to the lower left bud is broken. The right thistle has a very 



slender stem while the stem to the bud at right is wanting as are the stems 
of both roses. Sometimes appears with the GR in agriculture connected. 


713-C12. Short stem variety. Copper. 



The stem to the lower left bud is short, distinct, and connects with 
a short line extending to the rose. The stems to the two thistles, as well as 
those to the rose, rosebud and rose leaves at right are also distinct. 
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718-C13. Large & Variety. Copper. 



The stem of lower left bud is very short and comes from a small leaf. 
The letters are heavy and the & is large. 


714. The Bank of Montreal token. These appear in copper, sometimes of differ- 
ent shades. 

The obverse is similar to Nos. 713 and 709, while the reverse contains the 
name of the bank and has been used only for this coin. 

Courteau describes five varieties as follows: 


714-C3. Straight stem variety. Ordinary and brassy copper. Obverse similar 
to No. 713-C8. 



Reverse: The central leaf of the group opposite NK in Bank has a short 
slender stem. The first palm leaf under the letter S is forked with the left 
much shorter than the right. 


714-C4. Curved stem variety. Copper. 

Obverse: The stem to the lower left rosebud is long and much curved. 
That of the upper left bud is joined to the bud at the center. The right bud 
has a long slender stem curved slightly upwards immediately above the rose. 



Reverse: The stem of center leaf opposite NK is wanting. The lower 
inside palm branch is light and the two parts of the fork are long and of 
equal length. 
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714-C5. Stemless variety. Light and dark copper. 
Obverse: Similar to No. 713-C9. 



Reverse: Closely resembles C3 but the stem of the center leaf opposite 
NK is long and heavy, and there are two stems immediately to the left of 
the first S in SOUS. 

714-C6. Double bow variety. Copper. 

Obverse: Similar to No. 713-ClO. 



Reverse: There is a short stem immediately above the berry under A 
in BANK. Two of the leaves under NK have no stems. 

714-C7. Stemless variety. Light and dark copper. 

Obverse: All the rosebuds are without stems. 



Reverse: The three leaves opposite NK have very light stems, two of 
which are connected below the berry while the third is disconnected. 

715. The Banque du Peuple sou. Copper and brassy copper, plain and milled 
edge, thick and thin fians. Struck with and without a collar. 



This coin was authorized by the Order in Special Council of 1838. Many 
authorities are convinced that there are two varieties of this coin, with the 
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wreath on the reverse touching at the top and with it separated. The variety 
with the leaf touching is the so-called Hart variety. The writer has not 
seen a coin in sufficiently perfect condition to convince him that there actually 
are two varieties. 

Ferguson (Numismatist, Feb., 1947) states that the open type wreath 
always appears with the T and U in AGRICULTURE being joined at the 
top by a heavy die break. He also notes a third variety on which a bar 
appears between the D and A in CANADA on the obverse and whenever this 
bar appears, it is on the closed wreath type. Struck in Belleville. 

The obverse is similar to Nos. 698 and 699. 

The reverse is used only for this coin. 

716. The Rebellion token. Light and dark copper, on thick and thin flans. 

The size varies slightly. 

The dies for the coin were made by Arnault and it was struck for the 
Banque du Peuple and came under the governmental authorization. It shows 
at the left the Star of Hope and at the right a bust wearing the Phrygian 
cap of liberty. Breton was of the opinion that an accountant of the bank, 



whose political views were of a radical nature, had these emblems added to 
the die unknown to the die sinker. The letters are clearly cut in the die 
instead of being punched. Trenaman (Numismatist, June, 1902) claims a 
variety on which the Q in BANQUE has the stem much further away from 
the main part of the letter. The coin sometimes appears with milled edge. 
Obverse and reverse used only for this coin. 
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The writer here wishes to acknowledge the valuable assistance so cheer-

Numismatists should be on guard 
against a new angle in confidence 
rackets by means of which a woman 
in a large Eastern city was relieved 
of a valuable coin collection that had 
been entrusted to her keeping for sale 
purposes. 

Shortly before the close of banking 
hours one day she received a tele- 
phone call from a man who said he 
was interested in '"he collection she 
was advertising in the newspapers. 
The caller said he was unable to 
examine the coins because of traveling 
requirements and asked if the lady 
would deliver them to a messenger 
service man in exchange for a certi- 
fied check. She agreed, and a little 
later a reputable messenger service 
man delivered to her what purported 
to be a certified check in the amount 
of the sale price of the collection, a 
considerable sum. 

The check looked authentic so the 
collection was given to the messenger 
who returned to his office with it and 
delivered it to the man who had hired 
him. On the next banking day the 
lady learned to her great dismay that 
the “certified” check was a complete 
phony, not worth the paper on which 
it was written. 

If any of our readers know of a 
siniilar swindle kindly report it to the 
Editor who will advise interested fed- 
eral and city authorities investigating 
the fraud.

Silver “Alloy” 
in U. S. Gold Coins? 

Dear Editor: 

In “Silver Quiz for Coin Collectors,” 
August Numismatist, Question No. 8 
asks: “Was silver ever used as an 
alloy in U. S. gold coins?” The answer 
is given as “No.” As I hesitate to 
challenge the quiz author, Stuart 
Mosher, a renowned numismatist, I 
would like to know if this “no” an- 
swer is possibly a misprint? 

Reference is made to: Money and 
Legal Tender in the United States, H. 
R. Linderman, director of the mint 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons, N. Y. 1877) 
page 25, from which I quote: 

“In the recent gold coinage, the al- 
loy is almost exclusively copper, the 
silver contained being less than one 
tenth of the alloy, while gold coins in 
existence at the time of the enactment 
of the original coinage Act (1792), 
contained a larger percentage of 
silver. 

“The change is due to the improve- 
ments which have since been made in 
the art of parting and refining bullion, 
by which nearly all the silver con- 
tained in gold as it comes from the 
mines can be profitably separated.

Aluminum Coins 

Dear Mr. Bradfield: 

I have read with interest the re- 
print of an article titled “Aluminum 
in Coins, Tokens and Medals” (August 
number of The Numismatist). In 
enumerating the countries which have 
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adopted aluminum as currency metal, 
the authors have omitted China as a 
de facto user. 

The Nationalist government had 
struck 1-cent and 5-cents aluminum 
pieces, dated 29th Year of the Repub- 
lic of China, i.e. 1940. As can be seen 
from my Catalog of Chinese Coins, 
pp. 312 and 313, the initial attempt 
involved an output of 150 million 
pieces of 1-cent denomination, and 350 
million coins denominated 5-cents. 

Besides, north China (when under 
Japanese military control) produced 
three series of aluminum pieces in de- 
nominations of 1-, 5- and 10-cents, 
dated 1941, 1942 and 1943, the volume 
of which has not been publicized, 
though it was fairly large. As Chinese 
coinage often is treated in a step- 
motherly manner, I venture to trans- 
mit the foregoing details as authentic 
evidence.

scratch on the obverse, and a dent in 
the rim, but you wouldn’t take a 
million for it. 

When I look at old American coins, 
I don’t wonder how much they are 
worth. I wonder instead, if Abraham 
Lincoln handed that large cent to 
Todd when he begged for candy? I 
wonder if the silver half dollar in the 
third row went on the Lewis and 
Clark expedition? And I wonder if 
the cartwheel in the green plastic 
holder is the one which Washington 
is said to have thrown across the 
Rappahannock? 

As for me, and I think I speak 
for most collectors of Americana, I 
don’t collect for a profit. What’s 
wrong, however, with combining an 
enjoyable hobby with a worth-while 
investment? I do not consider people 
who order proofs in large numbers to 
be numismatists. They are strictly in- 
vestors, and I wish they’d stick to 
to their stocks and bonds. And I feel 
sorry for those who buy completed 
gem sets for their bank vaults. They 
are missing all the fun of anticipation. 

We are in accord about one thing. 
No collection is complete without a 
supporting library. 

And now, while you breathe down 
Caesar’s neck. I’ll admire my latest 
proof set from afar. Strange. I don’t 
see a single dollar sign! I see a gleam- 
ing picture of four famous presidents, 
and one prominent American who 
helped make America the wonderful 
country that it is today. I see John 
Hull in the background, fingering a 
NE shilling, and looking very, very 
proud.

On Dealers 

Dear Sir: 

When a youth, I saw a pitchman 
selling silk handkerchiefs. He sold 
12 for a dollar and included a gold 
band ring through which the hand- 
kerchiefs were tied. He would pick 
them up and display them, all the 
time running a monolog extolling 
their merits while he tied them to 
the ring. There was one kerchief 
which was well worth a dollar and he 
would call attention to it and allow 
it to be examined. Then when the 
customer was getting out his money 
he would accidentally on purpose 
catch the fine kerchief on his knee 
and pull it from the ring. There 
would be 12 kerchiefs, all right, but 
the good one would be missing. 

This is much the way some dealers 
do. They advertise merchandise in- 
cluding one item at a price way be- 
low its real value and when the mark 
sends in his money the dealer will 
suddenly discover the item has been 
“sold.” He will ship the balance and 
refund your money on the one item. 

I beat them to the draw and when 
some of the items were missing and 
no refund was in evidence, stopped 
payment on check and registered the 
whole shipment back. Letter I re- 
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ceived about “stopping payment” was 
not too complimentary. 

My experience has been that you 
could send money to A.N.A. members 
with impunity and that you were safe 
in doing so. Dealings with many have 
been most satisfactory. Ethics are 
high in most members and they should 
not be allowed to be contaminated by 
some unprincipled dealers, even if 
they are members. 

It might be well to have advertisers 
either ship the entire order or hold in 
abeyance until the customer has sig- 
nified his'willingness to accept a par- 
tial shipment or return his money in 
full. Comments and reactions desired.

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MORE ON THE OMAHA CONVENTION 


Guests started arriving at the 
Fontenelle hotel as early as Sunday, 
August 21st, and by noon August 
24th more than 250 persons were 
registered. At the end the registra- 
tions were 528 and there were 261 
persons at the banquet on Saturday 
night. The banquet was followed by 
dancing which was enjoyed by 
many of those present. Those who 
did not dance found other entertain- 
ment or just visited with old friends 
or made new ones. 

Thursday night’s educational panel 
was presented before an apprecia- 
tive audience and packed house. Col. 
James W. Curtis, as moderator, 
introduced the speakers, who were: 
Harold E. Baker, Des Moines, Iowa, 
“Commemoratives” ; James J. Curto, 
Grosse Point, Mich., “Indian Trader 
and Western Pioneer Tokens”; 
M. Vernon Sheldon, Chicago, 111., 
“Numismatic Metrology”; and Dr. 
Philip W. Whiteley, Denver, Colo., 
“Colorado Specie.” Comments indi- 
cated this was one of the high spots 
of the convention. 

The bourse had 45 dealers and 
trading was active. The exhibits 
consisted of about 85 cases on tables 
plus 20 cases of paper money on a 
frame and three other large ex- 
hibits of paper money on frames.

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COLLECTORS VS. INVESTORS

S INCE the middle thirties more 
and more emphasis has been 
placed on buying coins as an invest- 
ment. Ads in various numismatic 
publications are often headed, “FOR 
COLLECTORS OR INVESTORS.” 
In these ads are offered rolls of 
various U. S. coins in mint condition 
struck after 1934. 

Present day collectors have be- 
come roll conscious. There have 
been just enough small issues, 
known as Sleepers, in our coinage 
in recent years to create speculation. 
Rolls of these Sleepers have ad- 
vanced rapidly, while rolls of coins 
of large minting have remained al- 
most unchanged in price. A few of 
the rolls that are in demand at 
present are 1939-D and S nickels, 
1948-S dimes, and the 1936-D quar- 
ter, along with others. 

It is as commonplace to swap 
rolls today as it was to swap 
duplicate coins 20 or so years ago. 
Conversations after the business 
sessions at coin meetings usually 
have to do with buying or selling 
rolls or the whereabouts of a gold 
collection that might be' bought 
right. It is only natural to be inter- 
ested in safe investments, and coin 
collecting has always been consid- 
ered more or less a safe investment, 
as well as one of the most interest- 
ing and educational hobbies, and 
may it ever be. 

It is up to the older and more 
seasoned collectors and dealers to 
educate young or new collectors. 
Help them to acquire the real feel- 
ing for coins, to appreciate the 
mellowness of a naturally toned 
coin, teach them to see the beauty 
in the design and not just see the 
price on the envelope, show them 


how to handle coins properly and 
how to house and care for them. 

New collectors must be found 
each year to replace those who 
leave us. Only in this way will the 
coin investors of today be secure. 
By no means should roll collecting 
be curtailed, for in this, the collec- 
tors of the future may acquire 
choice coins at reasonable prices. 

The membership of the A.N.A. is 
steadily growing and those who are 
responsible for our educational pro- 
grams should be loudly praised. Mr. 
Smedley has done a wonderful job 
in our visual education department. 
Our library affords worlds of help 
and knowledge for us all, and Mrs. 
D. Dee DeNise is always willing to 
help in any way possible. The editor 
of The Numismatist is eager to re- 
ceive material of interest to our 
readers. 

New local and sectional clubs and 
societies are mushrooming up all 
over the country and are helping 
to increase the number of collectors, 
but national and local clubs cannot 
do all that is needed to make nu- 
mismatists. First the desire must 
be in the beginner, and then indi- 
vidual help must be given by willing 
workers. 

We of the numismatic fraternity 
are inclined to be a little smug and 
inconsiderate toward our neophites. 
It may be hard to show interest in 
a folder of well-circulated coins, but 
if we think back to the early days 
of our collecting, we were proud of 
our beginning, and words of en- 
couragement went a long way to- 
ward improvements of material and 
knowledge. If a spark of interest 
shows, let’s help to kindle a blaze, 
not snuff it out.

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RAMBLES AROUND A PIECE OF PAPER OF 1447

IX 

We are now approaching the 
climax of the story, but before we 
send Hunyadi off to fight his wars, 
I would like to introduce two more 
participants whom we will meet oc- 
casionally. I know this is all very 
confusing when you read it the first 
time, and I also know that history 
was written by the thoughts and 
joys as well as by the blood, sweat 
and tears of millions of Hungarians, 
Germans, Turks, Czechs, Serbs, Ru- 
manians, etc., rather than by the 
plots of the few sitting on top of 
the heap. But in a story such as 
this the age can be understood 
easiest by its reflection upon such 
personalities as we can get a good 
grip on, and, besides, these charac- 
ters are very intriguing as such. 

George of Podebrad, a Czech no- 
bleman, was' born in 1420, and when 
still young became involved in the 
Czech national movement. He was 
brilliant, and rose rapidly to lead- 
ership of the Hussites. Their army 
was the most remarkable fighting 
force of the time, disciplined and 
fanatic. It defeated time after time, 
for many decades, all attempts by 
expeditionary forces of the great 
powers to overrun Bohemia and re- 
store the authority of the Roman 
church. Ladislaus Posthumus was 
nominally recognized as king of Bo- 
hemia and protected, though he had 
no chance to take an effective part 
in government. He was crowned in 
1453. In 1451 Podebrad was ap- 
pointed administrator of Bohemia 
and afterwards even the little regal 
power which Ladislaus had was 
canceled when it was suspected that 
he might try to reestablish the Ro- 
man Catholic church under the in- 
fluence of his guardian, the emperor. 
George Podebrad was elected king 
of Bohemia in 1458, after the death 
of Ladislaus, by unanimous vote of 
the electors, including even the Ro- 
man Catholic faction. It is interest- 
ing to note that Podebrad was the 


only Czech king of Bohemia in his- 
tory and the only one who was not 
Roman Catholic. He was excom- 
municated by Rome in 1466 and died 
in 1471. He was related by marriage 
to the Hunyadi family, but we shall 
talk about this later. 

As you will remember, the first 
time we met Hunyadi was in Siberia 
at the court of despot Stephen 
Lazarevich, good friend of King 
Sigismund. Lazarevich died in 1427, 
and Serbia was bossed by his 
nephew, George Brancovich, a 
shrewd double-crosser if there ever 
was one. This is a hard judgment 
to make, but I derive it from the 
facts as I read them, though, as I 
have already told you, it is not quite 
the right thing to apply today’s 
standards to the 15th century. Ser- 
bia was at the time the actual bat- 
tlefield between west and east, 
hordes of Turks, Hungarians, Bul- 
garians, Greeks, Albanians, Crusad- 
ers were passing through all the 
time, fighting, burning, looting, 
requisitioning, and enlisting Serbs 
into their services. As a matter of 
fact, this had been going on almost 
every minute during 14 centuries. 
The Serbs must be one of the tough- 
est races of mankind, because after 
all thev went through it is a mir- 
acle there are any Serbs still 
around at all. So George Branco- 
vich was fighting for the survival 
of his people caught in the middle 
of a bloody fight between two 
giants: the crusading west and the 
Ottoman deluge, so you would not 
expect him to behave as one would 
in a chess tournament. 

The first time Brancovich crosses 
our way is in 1437, when being 
chased out of Serbia by the Turks 
(even though his daughter was mar- 
ried to the sultan), he took refuge 
in Hungary. I assume that he met 
Hunyadi there, who had just been 
appointed banus of Szoereny near 
the Serbian border, because from 
there on Brancovich was always 
mixed up in some way with Hun- 
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yadi, either as his partner or in 
stabbing him in the back. The two 
died in the same year and at the 
same place, though Brancovich was 
10 or 20 years older than Hunyadi. 

X 

When Wladislaus became estab- 
lished in Hungary, he promoted 
Hunyadi to be governor of Transyl- 
vania and captain of the key for- 
tress of Belgrade. Thus he became 
the most important and de facto 
most powerful person in Hungary. 
During the next few years after 
1441 he conducted several victorious 
campaigns against the Turks at the 
borders of Hungary and in the vari- 
ous countries of the Balkan penin- 
sula harassed by marauding Otto- 
mans. After being thrown back 
repeatedly, the Turks built up their 
forces and came back each time 
with more powerful pressure. In 
1443 Hunyadi defeated the combined 
armies of three Ottoman pashas in 
Serbia, Bulgaria and Albania. Then, 
in 1444, he and Brancovich got to- 
gether and crushed the Turks at 
Kussovitsa. 

All Europe was jubilant, Hunyadi 
was the hero of the Christian world. 
Brancovich and the prince of Al- 
bania, George Castriota, urged him 
to smash the Ottoman empire with 
their combined armies. The Pope 
proclaimed a holy crusade, appoint- 
ing Hunyadi the leader - the third 
time in history that a Hungarian 
became the head of a crusade. Men 
from all over Europe flocked into 
Hungary, and soon a huge army 
was ready to march. 

As already said, at that time the 
sultan was Murad II, a capable, 
hard, and levelheaded man. He saw 
things were going bad, but knowing 
also that he was strong enough to 
bargain, sent a delegation into the 
Hungarian camp. He offered to sign 
a 10-year treaty at unusually good 
terms considering the power of the 
Ottoman empire: to evacuate all 
territory which ever belonged to the 
Hungarian crown but came under 
Ottoman occupation, to give up 24 
fortresses, and to pay 100,000 gold 
florins (and not our inflated denars) 
indemnity, provided that Hunyadi 
promised not to cross the Danube 


with his army. Hunyadi could ap- 
preciate a bargain when he saw one, 
counseled Wladislaus to accept, and 
the king signed. Murad, in a fit of 
melancholy over the death of his 
son, renounced his rule over his pow- 
erful empire and retired to a mon- 
astery, just as Emperor Charles V 
did a 100 years later at the height 
of his power. 

There was a great howl all over 
Europe. This would have been the 
great opportunity to finish up the 
Turks once and for all. The Pope 
absolved Wladislaus from his pledge 
to an infidel, and Venice guaranteed 
that its fleet would blockade the 
Bosporus so effectively that no 
Turkish army would have a chance 
to cross into Europe. Wladislaus de- 
cided to get going in spite of Hun- 
yadi's foreboding. Hunyadi, always 
a loyal soldier and never one to quit 
a job, went with him, against his 
better judgment. When the army of 
40,000 crusaders crossed the Danube 
and rolled towards Bulgaria, the 
Turks got panicky. They ran to 
Father Murad’s place of seclusion 
and begged him to come back to 
save them. Murad was no less reg- 
ular than Hunyadi, rushed back 
and whipped together an army on 
incredibly short notice. Brancovich 
secretly informed Murad about 
Hunyadi’s strategy, the Venetian 
fleet was pushed aside and a huge 
Ottoman army swarmed over the 
straits and met Hunyadi at Varna 
in Bulgaria in November, 1444. Cas- 
triota’s forces were cut off, the 
Christian army, including the unfor- 
tunate Wladislaus, was simply 
slaughtered and Hunyadi narrowly 
escaped. 

XI 

Hungary was now without a king, 
but, as you will remember, there 
was the four-year-old boy Ladislaus 
Posthumus, who went through the 
trick coronation in Szekesfehervar 
four years earlier, and had power- 
ful friends among the aristocrats. 
So it was decided that he would do 
as well as anybody else but there 
was one catch to it. Emperor Fred- 
erick III was his guardian, and did 
not let him get out of Austria. The 
outcome of some horsetrading was 
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that a regency of five captains gen- 
eral was established: four from the 
aristocratic clique and Hunyadi, un- 
til such time as Frederick could be 
persuaded to release his ward. 

They shoved Hunyadi to Transyl- 
vania as his bailiwick: he could 
watch the Turks there instead of 
watching his partners shuffle the 
cards. The result was such chaotic 
mismanagement that public opinion 
(that is the opinion of those who 
had the right to say anything in 
public) forced the regency to quit 
and Hunyadi, in 1446, was unani- 
mously elected governor with regal 
powers. This must have been hard 
for the blue bloods to swallow: a 
Cillei, with a pedigree a yard long 
and having kings, emperors, em- 
presses, princes and dukes as next 
of kin, to be a subject of an obscure 
Vlach, particularly when the latter 
had worked up the hard way. But 
there was nothing they could do 
about it with the people and, inci- 
dentally, also an army solidly be- 
hind Hunyadi. Furthermore, as 
Murad did not go back to his mon- 
astery, the Turks were expected to 
follow up the advantage they gained 
at Varna, and Hunyadi was the 
only one in sight who could oppose 
them. I also suspect that these poli- 
ticians were completely convinced 
of Hunyadi’s honesty, and felt more 
certain of getting a fair deal from 
him than from one of their own 
clique. But the resentment re- 
mained, growing into a conspiracy, 
which did not become apparent for 
another five years or so. 

There is not much to say about 
his internal administration. He re- 
ceived the golden chain and princely 
title from the pope, but it seems 
that his preoccupation with the gov- 
ernment made him less effective in 
his opposition to the Turks. In 1448 
Hunyadi got together with the old 
rascal Brancovich and assembled an 
international army, the largest to 
oppose the Turks to date. They met 
Murad at Kossovo, in Serbia, and 
after the defection of Brancovich 
and Dan, the hospodar of Wal- 
lachia, Hunyadi was disastrously 
defeated. Hunyadi himself narrowly 
escaped, only to fall into Branco- 
vich’s trap and be imprisoned. The 


Hungarians eventually ransomed 
him, with Hunyadi’s oldest son serv- 
ing for a while as hostage. It is 
said that the old man treated him 
with exquisite courtesy, but from 
then on Hunyadi went after old 
George’s hide. 

XII 

In the same year, 1448, Hunyadi 
conducted a successful campaign 
throughout the Austrian provinces 
against the emperor, who tried to 
take advantage of the Turkish pre- 
occupation. At home a whispering 
campaign was set into motion: that 
Hunyadi had no interest to force 
the boy king’s release because he 
aspired the crown for himself. 
Whether only to squelch the rumor, 
or because Hunyadi was tired of all 
the petty fights in politics, when he 
enjoyed fighting men his own size, 
in 1450 he negotiated the release of 
Ladislaus Posthumus by the em- 
peror. Next year Murad died and 
the bigwigs thought they did not 
need Hunyadi any more. So when 
the 13-year-old king returned, Hun- 
yadi felt that 65 was the right age 
to retire, and laid down his com- 
mission in 1452. The king made him 
the count of Bistritza and honorary 
captain general, but we have talked 
about that at some length before. 
This was a nice old age pension to 
retire on and to spend the remain- 
ing days fishing. I found one refer- 
ence that he also became comptrol- 
ler of internal revenue, which may 
or may not be significant, but the 
evidence is very unreliable. 

Those who thought to relax after 
Murad’s death were sadly mistaken. 
Murad already was of considerable 
stature, but Mohammed II sur- 
passed him. The 15th was the cen- 
tury of great rulers, and Moham- 
med was one of them. He was hard, 
ascetic, and merciless, but very cul- 
tured, which was unusual for an 
Ottoman sultan. Interested in arts 
and science (as I said already, the 
15th century was not prejudiced 
against having intellectuals as their 
leaders), he had a feeling for honor, 
and it is said that he also had a 
sense of humor. 

In 1453, Mohammed, after assem- 
bling an army of 150,000 and a navy 
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of 400 boats, closed in on Constan- 
tinople. She was abandoned by the 
world, save a few thousand Vene- 
tian soldiers. In addition, the prom- 
ise of relief if only they accept the 
Roman Catholic faith stirred up bit- 
ter internal strife after the emperor 
inclined to yield — many Orthodox 
preferred the khalif to the pope. 
There were about 10,000 Greek de- 
fenders in addition to the Venetians, 
and after several weeks of murder- 
ous siege the final remnant of the 
great Roman empire was taken by 
assault, with most of its defenders 
slaughtered, including the last of 
the Roman emperors, Constantine 
Paleologus. 

Now you would think this event 
was at least as dramatic in those 
days as it appears to us today, but 
business went on as usual, and only 
a few people seemed to worry what 
would happen next. One of those 
who did was John Hunyadi, who 
thought that fishing was not the 
right occupation at 67. When he 
could not interest any of the great 
nobles and politicians, he moved to 
Belgrade with his family and sea- 
soned retainers, and began to for- 
tify it feverishly at his own 
expense. Next year, in 1455, he 
saw Mohammed’s menacing look to- 
wards Hungary and knew that time 
was running short. Nobody seemed 
to worry about anything, neither 
the Hungarians nor the rest of the 
world. Hunyadi left Belgrade under 
the command of his son, Ladislaus 
Hunyadi, and brother-in-law, Michael 
Szilagyi, and went out to see if he 
could raise an army with the money 
in his pocket. 

An old acquaintance of ours 
turned up unexpectedly. We have 
already found out that brother Gio- 
vannida Capistrano was a fanatic 
foe of all who did not believe in the 
Roman Catholic faith, and he real- 
ized that at the moment the Mos- 
lems were the most dangerous of 
all unbelievers. So suddenly he 
popped up and side by side with old 
Hunyadi trotted about the Hun- 
garian countryside preaching holy 
war against the Turks. Both were 
in their 70th years; Hunyadi’s name 
was magical and Capistrano’s elo- 
quency always stirred his listener’s 


emotions. Soon a large army of 
peasants was following them. What 
was even more important, they as- 
sembled a fieet of 200 armed river 
boats. 

Mohammed did come and lay 
siege to Belgrade, but Szilagyi, 
young Hunyadi and the other de- 
fenders repulsed every attack. On 
July 14, 1456 old Hunyadi and Cap- 
istrano arrived with their fieet at 
the junction of the rivers Danube 
and Sava opposite Belgrade, and 
Mohammed was between two fires. 
The decisive battle was on July 21 
and 22. When Szilagyi’s garrison 
attacked, Mohammed’s forces were 
completely crushed and retreated to 
Constantinople. Hungary and Eu- 
rope were saved from any major 
attack for another 70 years. By that 
time the historical constellation 
changed sufficiently for a defense 
in depth to be built up, and subse- 
quent Ottoman attacks gradually 
exhausted themselves. 

The kibitzers of the whole world 
rejoiced and celebrated Hunyadi as 
the saviour of civilization. The pope 
ordered churchbells to toll each 
noon for Hunyadi’s remembrance, a 
custom maintained until the pres- 
ent day. Hunyadi himself had noth- 
ing out of all that; he died three 
weeks later, of the plague con- 
tracted in the campaign on August 
11, 1456 in Semlin across the river 
from Belgrade. Capistrano died Oc- 
tober 23 of the same year not very 
far away. And to make matters 
more dramatic a third character of 
my narrative ended his life in 1456: 
old George Brancovich (he was be- 
tween 80 and 90) was slain in Bel- 
grade during a quarrel with Michael 
Szilagyi. This would be an appro- 
priate place to break off my story 
but the sequel is likewise great his- 
tory though you may feel the end- 
ing to be anticlimactic. 

XIII 

The old lion being dead, the dan- 
ger apparently ebbing, the archene- 
mies felt that opportunity was right 
to eliminate the lion cubs and thus 
make a clean sweep of the Hunyadi 
family. However since the name 
was still magical they proceeded 
very shrewdly or so they thought. 
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Laszlo (Ladislaus) Hunyadi, the 
older son, was 26 at that time. He 
was brought up from his boyhood 
years as a soldier, and accompanied 
his father in his campaigns. He had 
a forthright, chivalrous character, 
was an excellent soldier, but proud, 
quick tempered, and with less com- 
mon sense than his father, probably 
because he was a great man’s son 
who did not have to fight his way 
through hard knocks. 

The first thing the clique tried 
was to accuse the old man before 
the national assembly with involv- 
ing the country in debts to finance 
his private wars, and they sum- 
moned the son to make up for it. 
Young Hunyadi appeared before the 
diet. He was an excellent orator 
and got away with fiying colors. 
Next they extended the hand of 
friendship and pretended admira- 
tion for the young man. They went 
so far as to betroth him to Maria, 
daughter of Palatine Garai, the 
number one officeholder in the coun- 
try. Hunyadi felt fiattered by the 
kowtowing of all the bigwigs, which 
culminated when king Ladislaus 
and the splendid retinue of great 
nobles paid a courtesy visit to him 
in Belgrade. Honor or no honor, 
Szilagyi made sure to shut the for- 
tress door behind the celebrities, and 
let their armed attendants encamp 
outside. 

The king asked Hunyadi to ac- 
company him to Buda to take a 
prominent part in the government, 
take command of the army, and be 
his mainstay. Ladislaus Posthumus 
was a puppet in the aristocratic 
clique’s hand. He was 18 years old, 
an unfortunate, weak boy grown up 
without a father, first with his dom- 
ineering mother, then bullied by his 
senseless guardian, the emperor, 
finally surrounded by a smooth gang 
of crafty applepolishers. Perhaps 
for the first time as a grown-up 
he came face to face with a man of 
fine character, and possibly became 


sincerely enamored with him. Hun- 
yadi, no doubt, in addition to being 
duped, felt a genuine pity towards 
the helpless young man surrounded 
by all those sharpies. He consented 
to return with his guests to Buda, 
the capital city, and to demonstrate 
his good faith agreed to bring his 
younger brother with him. His 
mother, a woman with fine instincts 
and common sense, as well as uncle 
Szilagyi, begged him not to go but 
to stay in Belgrade with the protec- 
tion of his father’s fanatically de- 
voted veterans. But to no avail — 
did not the king himself swear 
friendship and protection, and will 
he not be married shortly to the 
fair daughter of the noblest of 
nobles, thus gaining admission to 
the inner sanctum? 

Then, at the last minute, some- 
thing unexpected occurred which al- 
most upset the well prepared plans. 
What had taken place behind the 
scenes is obscure, but what actually 
happened was that in a fiare-up of 
the old hostility Hunyadi and Cillei 
quarrelled and in the ensuing duel 
Hunyadi slew Cillei. To kill the 
king’s uncle is a serious business, 
but everything was patched up, 
Hunyadi was assured that he could 
only have done it in self defense, 
and the party departed as planned. 
Szilagyi was not going to take any 
chances and stuck close to them 
with a faithful band of armed re- 
tainers. 

They fell in as transparent a trap 
as there ever was. Buda was 
jammed with armed toughs of the 
aristocrats, augmented with the 
king’s elite Czech bodyguard. The 
two Hunyadi boys were seized and 
thrown into prison, charged with 
the murder of Cillei and conspiracy 
to overthrow the king. Szilagyi did 
not have a chance, he and his men 
were beaten away. On March 16, 
1457, without any trial, Laszlo Hun- 
yadi was brutally beheaded in pub- 
lic.

Society collection and the other was 
in the Wurtzbach collection where no 
doubt Adams saw it. Chapman says 
of the piece, “Very Fine. Unique and 
undescribed as far as we are aware.’’ 
The piece brought $5 in the Cleaney 
sale in 1890. Baker must not have 


known that Cleaney had this piece in 
his collection. 

The HUGHES no doubt refers to

Finck’s Hotel was located on West 
Street near Fulton and was favorably 
known amongst market men in the 
1850s. 
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This token forms one of a large 
series of hotel checks of early New 
York. Adams lists thirty different ho- 
tels. We will do an article on them 
when we are able to obtain further 
information as to why they were 
issued. 

Adams in United States Storecards, 
1920, in his introduction states: “There 
are quite a number of items in the 
present list which can not be called 
store cards, and yet we think the 
predilection of collectors for them en- 
titles them to be added. We refer 
particularly to the member checks of 
various jockey clubs, the dr ay age 
checks and also the restaurant checks. 
The latter form an extensive series, 
especially those of New York City, and 
recall many old-time establishments 
long since passed away and bring to 
mind the period of New York’s history 
when money values were reckoned in 
shillings and pence.” 

We do not feel that these tokens 
were used only as Adams suggests but 
feel that these restaurants had some 
tie-in with English exporters, import- 
ers, or ship chandlers and that these 


tokens were given to sailors to use 
at these establishments as money. 
One reason for this belief is that only 
11 establishments in New York had 
English markings and some three of 
the same period issued tokens with 
and without English money markings. 
Can any of our readers enlighten us? 

We likewise feel there are other
